A HALESOWEN school that 
was threatened with closure 
five years ago has received 
positive results in its latest 
Ofsted inspection. 

Parents were outraged 
when Halesowen CofE Pri¬ 
mary was on the verge of clo¬ 
sure as 37 per cent of places 
were unfilled. 

The 174-year-old school 
ended up being saved after a 
public consultation when 
more than 1,500 people 
signed a petition. 

The report - which gives 
the school on overall “good” 
rating - says standards have 
improved since its last 
inspection in 2009 when it 
was graded satisfactory. 

Inspectors told pupils and 
staff at the High Street 
school they were good and 
improving constantly with 
good student achievement 
and attainment rising 
steadily. 

In a letter to pupils, 
inspectors said: “We found 
you to be friendly, polite and 
very easy to talk with. 

Good 

“You are very proud of 
your school and this is 
shown in the school song you 
wrote and performed so 
beautifully in the assembly.” 

Inspectors found the 
school gave pupils a good 
start in the Early Years 
Foundation Stage. 

Leadership and manage¬ 
ment were good and the 
headteacher and other 
members of the senior lead¬ 
ership team provided “out¬ 
standing” leadership “which 
has brought about sustained 
improvement in key areas of 
the school’s work,” the 
report said. 

Head Angela Hannaway 
said: “It is a tremendous 
achievement for our school - 
we are extremely proud of 
our children, our staff and 
our community who have 
worked together to achieve 
this result.”

CAMPAIGNERS in Wall Heath are mus¬ 
tering their forces for a renewed battle 
after the owners of a proposed quarry 
switched access to the site to a stretch of 
road they say is an accident blackspot. 

FG Davis & Sons is now asking Stafford¬ 
shire County Council to approve its 
scheme for a new quarry on a 19-acre site 
in the village, but with access on to Mile 
Flat, rather than the originally-proposed 
Swindon Road. 

The company says its proposals will 
safeguard and create jobs. The firm says if 
the scheme is rejected, it will be a “very 


sad day for families, business and the 
industry.” 

But the Quarries Fighting Fund cam¬ 
paign now says it needs to raise more cash 
to add its formal objections to the revised 
access. 

Notoriously 

“Mile Flat is a fast, unlit road with no 
pavement and the new proposed entrance 
and exit to the quarry is on a 45 degree 
kink in the road, which is a notoriously bad 
bend where vehicles have been known to 
overturn,” said campaign leader Dave 
Tyler. “It will be even worse with the addi¬ 


tional mud and slime on the road if this 
development goes ahead. 

“We now need even more people to come 
forward and donate so that we can prepare 
the additional response we need following 
the amendments to the plans.” 

Besides amending proposals for the new 
quarry, FG Davis & Sons has also changed 
to its application to extend the use of its 
existing operation in nearby Enville Road, 
Wall Heath. 

It had applied to extend the time it has 
to fill in the quarry workings in Enville 
Road by three years from October 31 2013 


- but has now reduced that to an 18-month 
extension. 

Mike Davis, director of FG Davis & Sons, 
said the proposed changes had been put 
forward following talks with the county 
council and responses from the general 
public. 

Deposits 

“The locations of quarries are ulti¬ 
mately governed by where the deposits are 
in the ground. 

“These deposits are fundamental to the 
construction industry and affiliated indus¬ 
tries,” added Mr Davis.

THE WATERWAYS running through Stour¬ 
bridge could be lined with shops, green 
spaces and visitor facilities under plans to 
revamp the town.

The council hopes a hotel and homes can 
be built around Mill Race Lane to stand 
alongside industrial units.

Seats and information signs would line the 
canals, with improved facilities for barges, 
and more green spaces for wildlife. Regener¬ 
ation bosses hope having buildings overlook¬ 
ing the canal would increase people’s safety.

Take another look 

AFTER looking at wind turbines as producing a reliable 
source of electricity to the national grid, I don't see them 
achieving their goal. 

If the wind doesn’t blow, no power generated. If the wind 
is too strong, they have to be turned off.

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Traffic problems behind 
council’s carwash refusal 


PROPOSALS for a new hand car wash 
and sales forecourt on a busy road linking 
Brierley Hill to the Merry Hill shopping 
centre have been thrown out by council¬ 
lors, who claimed it would increase traffic 
problems. 

Dudley Council also said the business 
would allow dirty water to flow into 
drains and the street. 

The overgrown site, off Level Street, is 
part of land earmarked for a major regen¬ 
eration scheme in the Black Country 
town near The Waterfront. 

Members of the council’s development 
control committee decided to go against 
officers’ recommendations and refused 
the temporary three-year proposal for the 


site at a planning meeting. Firms operat¬ 
ing nearby had lodged objections to the 
proposals stating there would be insuffi¬ 
cient parking spaces for staff and cus¬ 
tomers. 

Similar proposals had been rejected by 
the authority last May - a decision upheld 
on appeal to the Planning Inspectorate. 

But planning officers analysing the 
new application claimed the problems 
with drainage from the site had been 
addressed. 

Members decided to refuse the applica¬ 
tion on the grounds that the extensive 
works needed to create suitable drainage 
on the land would not make a three-year 
approval appropriate.

ANN Smith was in her 50s 
when she went to her front 
door with her shopping bag to 
go out one day - and could go 
no further. 

“I couldn’t move - I just wanted to 
huddle out of the way,” said Ann. “I just 
went back in and cried.” 

That was the day agoraphobia - fear of 
open spaces - really set in. 

Ann, now 70, of Dingle Road, Sedgley, 
had always had a happy marriage to 
husband Derek, had worked as a copy 
typist and shop assistant, as well as 
bringing up her two children. Looking 
back, she says there had been a few signs 
before that day. 

There had been times when she was 
out that she had felt “wobbly - not 


right”. But, after her frightening inci¬ 
dent on the doorstep, she could not go 
out at all. “It was several months after it 
happened that I went to the doctor’s, 
and I remember saying that I felt like I 
was going mad,” she added. 

She was prescribed some tablets for 
anxiety and was recommended to 
contact Dudley Mind, a charity which 
offers support to people with mental 
health problems. 

Martin Mueller, chief executive of 
Dudley Mind, said It has a number of 
women’s groups in the area - including 
Ladies Day from 10 to 3.30pm on Thurs¬ 
days at Kingswinford Christian Centre, 
Summer Street and Asian Women’s 
Group on Mondays from 10am to 
midday at Lye Community Centre, 
Cross Walks Road.

Detailed 
plan for 
zoo with 
council 

DETAILED plans for a 
restoration project for four 
historic buildings at Dudley 
Zoo including its iconic wave 
entrance have been lodged 
with the council. 

Bosses at the attraction 
have submitted an applica¬ 
tion for listed building plan¬ 
ning consent for the Tecton 
structures to be returned to 
their former glory with the 
help of lottery cash. 

As well as the entrance, 
the bear ravine, a kiosk and 
the former Station Cafe, 
which is now used as the 
Safari Shop, will also be 
refurbished under the 
scheme. 

The Tectons, which date 
back to 1937, were made 
using pre-stressed concrete, 
and architects were able to 
mould it to create attractive 
enclosures to fit in with the 
surrounding landscape and 
the steepness of the Castle 
Hill site. 

But time has taken its toll 
on the structures and now 
repairs are needed to help 
the zoo continue to use some 
of the buildings. 

The attraction has been 
granted Heritage Lottery 
funding of £1.15 million for 
the work. The zoo’s chairlift 
will also be restored as part 
of the project. 

Under the plans submit¬ 
ted to Dudley Council, the 
entrance, which is used only 
during the busy summer 
months, will be brought 
back into use, offering access 
through the historic 
gateway from Castle Hill 
into the proposed new 
entrance plaza.

Keeping the classics of 
silent era In limelight 


DUE to the release of 
Oscar-winning film The 
Artist silent films have been 
making a big noise with 
moviegoers, leaving audi¬ 
ences clamoring for more. 

In the early days of cinema 
Charlie Chaplin comedies, feature- 
length westerns and cliff-hanging 
serials were all on the 1921 playlist 
at Mr John Revill’s Limelight 
Cinema, Hart’s Hill and is now pre¬ 
served as one of the exhibits at the 
Black Country Living Museum. 

The family-run cinema offered 
tickets for tuppence ha’penny and 
fivepenny a show. 

On Saturday mornings locals 
would queue outside the Limelight 
to buy their penny tickets for the 
children’s matinee. 

Mr Revill built the Limelight 
Cinema next to his house, in his 
spare time, at a cost of £130.

Tucked away behind a row of 
houses in Vine Street, the cinema 
brought in an extra £2 a week on top 
of Mr Revill’s regular income as an 
engineer at Cartwright & Crad¬ 
dock. 

Andrew Lovett, Director and 
Chief Executive of Black Country 
Living Museum said: “All the family 
would be involved. Mrs Revill sold 
the tickets. Mr Revill and nephew 
Leslie Ball operated the projectors 
and eldest daughter, Maud, pro¬ 
vided the soundtrack - using a 
wind-up gramophone.” 

In 1926 Mr Revill extended the 
cinema, installing 18 tip-up seats 
and two gas radiators to provide a 


little extra comfort. The projection 
room was enlarged and the two old 
projectors traded in for two Kamm 
models, a Motiograph and an 
Ememann. 

In 1927 Warner Brothers released 
The Jazz Singer which was 
regarded as the first of the talkies. 

The writing was on the wall for 
the Limelight cinema. In 1929 
profits fell and by June of that year 
the Limelight cinema had made 
losses of more than £12. Luxury 
cinemas had opened in Dudley and 
Brierley Hill, and after a disastrous 
first week in July John Revill closed 
the doors on the Limelight. 

BCLM bought the cinema in 
August 1993 and its new home 
closely resembles the original Hart’s 
Hill setting. The interior has been 
refitted as closely as possible to how 
it looked after the 1926 extension 
was built. The original internal 
colour scheme has been reapplied 
and replica benches created.

Audi sets pace in battle for prized saloon markeT 


THE BATTLE for sales in the premium 
mid-sized family saloon market is intense, 
with the majority of customers choosing 
one of three German makes - Audi, BMW 
and Mercedes. 

These three makes accounted for 93 per cent of UK 
premium sales in the UK last year and the competition 
is getting hotter all the time. Audi is first off the start¬ 
ing block with a new Audi A4 saloon and Avant (estate) 
model and shortly BMW will introduce a new 3-Series. 

While the new A4, like all new models is slightly

bigger than the outgoing version, the most significant 
changes are in the engine range. 

Audi is now putting more economical and friendly 
green engines into the A4 range - and there are 110 dif¬ 
ferent models to choose from! Average fuel consump¬ 
tion overall is dropped by 11 per cent and torque has 
also been increased making some of the petrol engines 
very competitive with the diesel versions. 

In all there are three petrol engines and six diesel 
engines. They are all turbocharged and all feature the 
economy start/stop and recuperation systems. 

The most exciting engine, a new 1.8 litre petrol TFSI 
engine pushing out 170 PS was not available for test 
driving at the recent Audi launch, On paper it emits 21 
per cent less C02 than its predecessor attracting a 
VED of £115 a year and running costs of around 43p 
per mile. The official combined mpg figure is around 49 
but that of course is in perfect conditions. 

The diesel range starts with a 134 bhp 2.0 litre four 
cylinder TDI unit that averages 64 mpg, with C02 
emissions of 116 g/km placing it in band C for Vehicle 
Excise Duty. The rest of the range takes in 2.0 TDI 
163PS, a 177 PS version and two very hot 3.0 litre TDI 
engines pushing out up to 245PS. For those who want 


a really ‘hot’ version to rival the BMW M3 there will be 
a RS 4 version in September this year. 

On my road test of the various vehicles the 2 litre 
diesel engines were definitely the most enjoyable to 
drive and are so competent they almost make the 3.0 
litre versions redundant. They offer plenty of power 
ranging from 136PS to 177PS with a choice of six-speed 
manual or multitronic gearboxes. There are Quattro 
four wheel drive versions offered with seven speed S 
tronic twin-clutch also available. Standard equipment 
highlights include 3-zone climate control, cruise 
control, Bluetooth and light and rain sensors. There 
are also the usual three pages of Audi optional extras 
at extra cost! 

The new model feature a new looking bonnet and 
front bumper, with redesigned radiator grille and head¬ 
lamps The cars all feature a new improved electro¬ 
mechanical power steering which makes the car easy to 
manoeuvre at low speeds. 

The cabin is excellent and one of the car’s high 
points; it is elegant and sophisticated. The dash sweeps 
round the driver. There’s a new steering wheel to 
choose from, a new ignition key and the navigation 
system has been much improved with just four buttons 
instead of the confusing eight. Overall there is more 
room in the cabin than in the outgoing model. Only 
minus points are the pedals which are still off-set to the 
right.Across the range the price increase for the new 
models is £200. Prices start at £23,625 for the SE 



German marques dominate the premium mid¬ 
sized family saloon trade 

version of the old 1.8 petrol engine. The new 1.8 litre 
starts at £25,240, diesels range from £26,555 up to 
£38,405. The Avant versions add about an extra 
£ 1 , 200 . 

The A4 comes with a standard three year/60,000 
mile warranty but for £34 a month owners can have 
Audi Complete which covers all services, maintenance 
and a five year/90,000 mile warranty. 

Overall the fresher look of the car will certainly 
attract new buyers and the A4 is significantly cheaper 
than the BMW 3-Series - around a saving of £1,500.

ANALYSIS from Glass’s, the valuation 
expert, has revealed that the current 
generation of motorists has moved 
away from the mass-market sector 
with sales of ‘prestige’ car marques 
such as BMW, Mercedes and Audi 
now making up a quarter of all new 
car sales in the UK. 

This is compared to just 10 per cent of sales 20 
years ago, suggesting we are increasingly becom¬ 
ing a nation of badge snobs, happy to pay a 
premium to get the ‘right’ brand of car. 

However, it is not just the prestige sector which 


is capturing the imagination of a generation of 
motorists - the ‘value’ sector has also made huge 
gains in recent years, with market share of 
budget brands such as Skoda and Hyundai 
increasing 400 per cent. 

Scrappage 

This ever-growing sector now makes up 10 per 
cent of new car sales - compared to just two per 
cent 20 years ago. 

However, the vast majority of growth in this 
sector has been as a result of the scrappage 
scheme which allowed already ‘budget’ cars to be 
purchased with a further £2,000 off their list 
price - meaning that many could, for the first 


time, afford to buy a brand new car. Adrian Rush- 
more, Glass’s managing editor, explains: 
“Britons increasingly want to be ‘individual’ in 
their choice of car - many mass market cars are 
seen as ‘same again’ and just aren’t as distinctive 
or appealing enough. 

“Many consumers still have a perception that 
mass market cars aren’t built to last in the same 
way the prestige car marques are, despite the 
strides that all manufacturers have made in this 
area in recent years. 

“Added to this, more affordable models from 
prestige brands have emerged in recent years 
with Mercedes offering the A-Class, Audi offering 
the A1 and BMW offering the 1 Series.”

Reserve of resilience 
as Baggies ride luck

THIS match will have seemed 
awfully familiar to Albion fans. 

The team in blue made all the running, 
played most of the football and created the 
majority of the chances yet could only 
emerge with one point to show for their 
efforts. 

But the 4,600 Baggies fans who travelled 
on Saturday saw this display come, not from 
Roy Hodgson’s men, but from the struggling 
Latics. 

Albion’s biggest Premier League away fol¬ 
lowing will remember those depressing 
ingredients oh so well, writes Steve 
Madeley. 

And they will have left the DW Stadium 
thankful that, at long last, the boot is often 
on the other foot. 

Hodgson’s side failed to turn on the style 
for the massed ranks of fans who journeyed 
up the M6 as, six days after their winning 
run was ended by Manchester United, the 
Baggies struggled to rediscover the stun¬ 
ning form of the previous month. 

Oddest 

But they still departed with another 
useful point towards their Premier League 
survival from the oddest of draws that 
showed two things.

Instead they returned a point closer to 
their target after a result that, given the 
pummelling they endured, left them feeling 
like they had collected on a 500/1 Chel¬ 
tenham accumulator. 

It was Wigan old-boy Paul Scharner who, 
with a heavy heart, bit the hand that used to 
feed him with a second-half Albion equaliser 
to push his former employers nearer to the 
end of the Premier League adventure in 
which he played such a memorable role. 

Scharner kept his celebrations subdued 
out of respect for the club that gave him the 
break he craved. Yet the Austrian will, in a 
quiet moment, surely reflect on how his 
current employers have been successful in 
leapfrogging his old one in the top flight 
pecking order. 

The positive evolution of the playing staff 
since Dan Ashworth took up the office of 
sporting director, combined with Hodgson’s 


sure hand on the tiller in the last year, has 
driven the club forward to a point where 
they can now wheedle points from even the 
most unlikely scenarios. 

Saturday’s clash certainly qualified as an 
unlikely source of Baggies points after an 
opening period in which they were driven 
backwards by the home side’s novel system, 
their slick passing and their desperation for 
victory. Hodgson’s men should have been 
beaten by half-time but had the hosts’ 
dreadful finishing and the brilliance of Ben 
Foster to thank for being on level terms. 

Franco Di Santo could have bagged a hat- 
trick in the opening six minutes, sending 
two difficult opportunities high and wide 
before scooping a glorious chance over the 
crossbar. On 17 minutes the woodwork 
came to the visitors’ rescue as they failed to 
block a cross from the left and Emerson 
Boyce steamed in at the far post to head 


against the crossbar. The Latics break¬ 
through arrived 10 minutes after the inter¬ 
val as Nicky Shorey and Thomas allowed 
Victor Moses to weave in from the right and 
cross into the goalmouth, where James 
McArthur hit the target.

CLUB DOCTOR'S CALL 
OVER MEDICAL RULES 


ALBION doctor Mark Gillett has called for all 
of football to adopt Premier League medical 
rules in the wake of Bolton player Fabrice 
Muamba’s cardiac arrest. 

The Baggies’ medical chief dismissed calls for extra heart 
screening in the top flight and insisted football should focus 
on spreading Premier League regulations down to the 
grassroots game and into European competition. 


Gillett, a former accident 
and emergency consultant, 
helped the FA draw up 
guidelines adopted by the 
Premier League in the wake 
of Chelsea goalkeeper Petr 
Cech’s skull fracture in 
2006. 

Muamba’s collapse during 
Bolton’s FA Cup game at 
Tottenham on Saturday led 
to calls for six-monthly heart 
screening to replace the 
current tests that take place 
on players every two years. 

But Gillett said: “The 
Premier League doctors 
were advised by the top 
experts in the country that, 
as guys reached skeletal 
maturity, the optimum time 
to do the cardiac screening is 
once every two years. 

Prudent 

“There is no advantage to 
doing it every six months. 
You’re not going to pick up 
things that develop over that 
period of time. 

“We need to focus on 
making sure the type of 
access that Muamba had, to 
have somebody pump on his 
chest and give him electric¬ 
ity, is disseminated through¬ 
out the lower leagues and 
age-group football rather 
than screening players twice 
a year, which is of no prudent 
benefit whatsoever.” 

Gillett drew up the FA 
guidelines following Cech’s 
collision with Wolves winger 
Stephen Hunt - then a

Reading player. Gillett, who 
was then a clinical director 
at Birmingham’s Good Hope 
hospital, devised the exam 
for emergency treatment 
which all Premier League 
doctors and physios must 
now pass. 

He stressed chest pains 
suffered by Baggies striker 
Shane Long in recent weeks 
were completely different to 
Muamba’s problem. 

“Shane has pericarditis, 
which affects the lining of 
the heart and the most likely 
thing is that Shane had a 
low-level viral infection 
from a cold,” said Gillett. 

“It didn’t put him at risk 
of any sudden cardiac event 
like Muamba has had and 
Shane has completely recov¬ 
ered.” 

Muamba has continued to 
make progress. 

■ Striker Peter 
Odemwingie is set to return 
to action in time for 
Sunday’s Hawthorns clash 
with Newcastle. 

The Nigeria international 
missed Saturday’s draw at 
Wigan with a calf strain but 
was expected to make a 
return to training. 

Aside from long-term 
absentees Zoltan Gera and 
Steven Reid, Albion hope to 
have a clean bill of health 
among their outfield players.
